Geneva, June 7— Hope of amicable 
adjustm ent of the dispute over per­ 
manent League of Nations 
council 
seats, which kept Germany out of 
the League, almost was abandoned 
today as far as the present meeting 
of the council is concerned. 
Absence from the council meeting 
which convened today of Ousten Un- 
den oUSweden, the Marquis Quinones 
De Leon of Spain and Mello Franco 
the Brazilian delegate, 
seemed 
to 
make settlement impossible 
before 
the assembly convenes in September. 
Those three were the leaders in the 
battle over council seats last March, 
linden opposing Spain and Brazil’s 
demand for permanent representa- 
t Ton. 
It had been expected 
the 
three 
might get together for private dis­ 
cussion and agreement. 
Mello Franco, Brazilian represen­ 
tative on the council, also was ab­ 
sent from the morning session. 
It 
was presumed he was ill, although 
he sent no substitute. 
Brazil and Spain were able last 
March to prevent .Germany’s admis­ 
sion 
to 
the 
League 
of 
Nations 
through their insistence that if Ger­ 
many were admitted and 
given 
a 
permanent seat, they, too, 
should 
gain permanent seats in 
place 
of 
their 
present non-permanent posi­ 
tions. 
Foreign Minister Unden of Swed­ 
en, who refused to compromise 
in 
tho dispute of last March and 
who 
actually forced the fight 
into 
the 
open, also was absent because of the 
cabinet crisis in Sweden. 
A. S. M. Sjoberg, Unden’s substi­ 
tute. will preside as president of the 
council. 
Premier Briand of France arrived 
at noon and immediately conferred 
with Austen 
Chamberlain, 
British 
foreign secretary. 
To 
prevent 
another 
stalemate 
when Germany’s membership appli­ 
cation comes up in September, 
the 
council hopes to arrange now for 
the creation of three non-permanent 
council seats, one each for Poland, 
South America and China. 
While 
not meeting Brazil’s claim for per 
manent representation, nor provid­ 
ing 
additional 
representation 
for 
Spain, it is believed this finally will 
be adopted by the League assembly. 
Private m anufacture of war ma- 
terals is on the agenda for discussion 
by the council this week.

and Mrs. Edna Milam. 
Both died 
later. 
Billy Sonier was wounded by a 
stray bullet fired as T arter entered 
the room. 
A. J. Latiolais and Anderson Beck­ 
man went to Mrs. Milam’s aid and 
the demented man opened fire again. 
Latiolais w'*s fatally wounded 
and 
Brockman 
seriously wounded. 
Cora Robinson, negro maid, died 
in a hospital as a result of a bullet 
wound received when she attempted 
to give warning of the affair. 
T arter fled to the Brush after the 
shooting and shot himself through 
the head.

By far the outstanding vote con­ 
test is the fight between Senator Al­ 
bert B. Cummins and former Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart for the republi­ 
can nomination for 
United 
States 
senator. 
Both claim to be cham­ 
pions of farm relief, a stand which 
is necessary to popularity in agricul­ 
tural Iowa. 
But on virtually every 
other question these two are at odds, 
Cummins being a conservative 
re­ 
publican and Brookhart one of the 
foremost of the middle western pro­ 
gressives. 
Victory for Brookhart, 
therefore, 
would be looked upon as a sharp re­ 
verse to the administration of Presi­ 
dent Coolidge. 
And in the minds of 
many political observers 
it 
might 
mean a complete change of heart on 
the part of congress and bring about 
a flood of sympathy toward farm re­ 
lief legislation which President Cool­ 
idge has opposed.

Cummins has long been considered 
one of the most, powerful champions 
of the farmers In the senate, and lf 
he is turned down by Iowa republi­ 
cans in favor of the 
more 
radical 
Brookhart, other senators are expect­ 
ed to take such a result as an indi­ 
cation of just how the 
farm 
vote 
stands. 
The Cummins-Brookliart contest is 
complicated b y -a third 
candidate, 
Howard J. AClark of Des Moines, who 
is expected > to cut heavily into the 
Cummins vote in some of the sec­ 
tions formerly considered Cummins’ 
strongholds. 
None of the other can­ 
didates are looked upon as import­

Two regiments of troops are already 
in the stricken area but more are 
being sent as the first contingents 
were unable to cope with the disas­ 
ter. 
Bodies swept from the Inundated 
towns of Odobesti, Patent! and Cam-

refugees from those towns are 
bil­ 
leted at Foscani.

wrecked and 800 car loads of timber 
were swept away. 
Railroad tracks were swept out for 
thousands of yards in, the provinces 
of Moldavia, Buzo and

The power station at Targoviste was 
destroyed.

President Dawes, started remodelling 
the Haugen bill in the hope that it 
might be adopted before the end of 
the week. 
Senator McNary, republican. Ore­ 
gon. and his associates have prepar­ 
ed amendments with 
which 
they 
hope to allay the opposition of Presi­ 
dent Coolidge and the eastern repub­ 
licans. 
While Senator Cummins, adminis­ 
tration incumbent, and 
Smith 
W. 
Brookhart, ousted insurgent, as the 
two leading candidates In the corn 
belt senatorial race, have both In­ 
dorsed 
the 
Haugen 
bill 
without 
changes, defeat of Cummins would 
be interpreted in the upper house as 
indicating that the farmers 
again 
are in revolt and something must be 
done quickly. 
While the new amendments 
may 
gain a f<*w votes for the bill In the 
senate there Is no Indication that the 
house has changed its mind 
since 
two weeks previous when it killed 
the bill by a 4 2 vote margin. 
The 
amendments would cut down the gov­ 
ernment appropriation for the 
re­ 
volving fund from $250,000,000 and 
$175,000,000 and permit ,, $75,000,- 
000 to be made available immediate­ 
ly fop the cotton crop. 
The cut was in answer to charges 
that the bill would cost the govern­ 
ment too much money and the cotton 
feature was decided upon as bait for 
southern democrats to support 
the 
hill.. 
Dawes has given his consent to 
the amendments and the 
W atson- 
McNary-Gooding-Cummlns group Is 
working them out upon the announc­ 
ed supposition that they might make 
the measure more acceptable to Mr. 
Coolidge. 
Unless word of a change of a tti­ 
tude comes from the White House, 
however, it Is doubtful how 
many 
votes will be changed.

FARMERS AT 
COUNTY PICNICS 


BELIEVE ROSS WAS RAISED BY A 
PEDDLER IN NORTH 
CAROLINA 


New York, June 7.— (U P )— The 
New York World today said the fam­ 
ous Charley Rosa abduction case was 
believed to have been 
solved 
and 
that Ross, 55 years old. married and 
with six children, Is In New York. 
Mrs. Pierre C. Starr, after gather­ 
ing geneological data in the south, 
is convinced of Ross’ identity, 
the 
World said. 
Slip is a second cousin 
of the child kidnaped from Philadel­ 
phia In 1874 and for whom a world 
wide search was made. 


Mr. and Mrs. Starr, when living 
in Greensboro, N. C., obtained clues 
which led them to believe that a 
man at Denver, N. C., named Julius 
Coleman Dellinger, might be Charley 
Ross. 
Investigation convinced them 
that Dellinger, who had known no­ 
thing of his parentage, but had been 
raised by a peddler named McH&le, 
n North Carolina and Georgia towns, 
wnH the missing Ross boy. 
He came 
to New York with them, he said, to 
clear the question of his identity. 
Charley Ross was four years old 
when he was abducted In German­ 
town, Pa. The abduction was charg­ 
ed to four peddlers. 
Demands for 
$20,000 ransom were made and Ross* 
father arranged to pay, but the coun­ 
try wide clamor frightened the ab­ 
ductors and the bargain 
was 
not 
carried out. 
The search spread all 
over 
the 
United 
States. 
Finally 
suspicion 
centered on W. H. Mosher, 
Joseph 
Douglas and William Westervelt, a 
brother-in-law of Mosher. 
One day 
in 1875 they were surrounded while 
attempting to rob a house 
in 
the 
Bay Ridge district of Brooklyn. Both 
Mosher and Douglas were mortally 
wounded. 
"You’ve heard of the abduction of 
Charley 
Ross 
of 
Germantown?" 
Douglas asked 
as he 
was 
dying. 
"Well, that man over there can tell 
you all about t." 
He pointed to 
Mosher. 
The detectives turned to Mosher. 
But at that moment Mosher died. 
Douglas died a little later without 
saying more. 
Thus the case became 
an even greater mystery. Westervelt 
was subsequently arrested and sen­ 
tenced to prison for conspiracy 
to 
abduct but the real story never was 
cleared up satisfactorily. 


Philadelphia, June 7. — Relatives 
of Charley Ross here refuse to take 
serious reports published 
In 
New 
York that the real Charley has been 
found. 
“It Is merely another of those false 
reports that periodically crop up," 
Walter Ross, bother of Charley, said 
today.

New York City.—Paul W hite­ 
m an, internationally known or­ 
chestra leader, has done it again. 
This tim e it’s a book.

called it "Jazz” and if s all about 
the music he’s made famous, and 
incidentally, about the way in 
which he has built up wealth and 
success as a jazz orchestra con­ 
ductor. 
Mr. W hiteman's versatility be­

Tn the chapter in which he de­ 
fines jazz, he says, "I suppose it 
will surprise a good many people 
to have me say that some things 
can’t be jazzed. And as a m atter 
of fact, it is not literally true. 
Almost anything can be played by 
a jazz group on jazz instruments 
in the jazz manner. Anything can 


be jazzed—that is, subjected to 
jazz treatment. 
"B ut it is not fitting to jazz 
everything. 
And common sense, 
together with a loving knowledge 
of music, will indicate whether to 
jazz or not. I m ight mention for 
instance, ‘Onward, Christian Sol­ 
diers,’ which should not be jazzed. 
There is a sturdy, majestic tune 
with a religious connotation. We 
could jazz it easily,

record fifty per cent. 
He has ju st made "T here’s a 
Boatman on the Volga,” a synco­ 
pated version of the m ost favored 
of Russian tunes, "T he Volga 
Boatm an.” This is said to be his 
most beautiful phonograph effort. 
"And already we have reason to 
believe th a t we shall again help to 
spread knowledge and apprecia­ 
tion of a classic,” the orchestra 
leader declares.

showed. The world war cost it directly and indirectly something! 
like $41,000,000,000. 
Any European conflict disrupts the normal; 
channels of trade. Vast armaments divert man power and capital; 
from peaceful industry and thus impose a constant handicap on 
commerce. 
Quarrels between European people have disturbing! 
repercussions on the racially heterogenous population of America.1 
All these considerations dispose this country to lend its assistance! 
in any movement to lessen the probability of war in Europe; but; 
in the last analysis it is Europe itself that has the most to lose by I 
postponing the adoption of a practical, workable scheme for re-; 
ducing armaments, which are one of the most pregnant causes of! 
conflict. We are told that Europe resents American advice of this j 
and other subjects. A continent sinking under the weight of war! 
debts and armaments should not be above laking a lesson from 
a nation which has learned to swim.—St. Paul Dispatch.

RULER OF BARODA, 
SON OF HERDSMAN 


M aharajah Gaekwar Ha* 
Governed Indian State 
for 50 Years. 


GOLTRA LOSES 
HIS LITIGATION 


Washington.—The gaekwar of Ba­ 
roda has achieved a record. 
He has 
sat upon his throne for ti0 years, un 
unusual term among Indian rulers In 
recent centuries. 
Therefore, Baroda 
has had a Jubilee, climaxed by a great 
state dinner at which the Important 
citizens of Baroda sat cross-legged on 
Die door of the palace audience hall 
with eastern viands before them, while 
the maharajah gaekwar sat alone at 
a table In a chair of state. 
The state 
over which the oddly titled ruler has 
presided for half a century is de 
scribed In a bulletin from the Wash­ 
ington (D. C.) headquarters of the Na­ 
tional Geographic society. 
“Islands” on Dry Land. 
“Baroda, one of the wealthiest of 
the Indian native stutes, Is a group of 
‘Islands’ on dry land,” says the bul 
letln. 
“Only prewar Prussia had more 
scattered dominions. 
There are four 
muln divisions, hut about each of the 
larger regions cluster small districts, 
und even separate villages that fairly 
pepper the territory of the Bombay 
presidency of British India, in which 
the gaekwar’s ‘islands’ lie. 
There is 
probably a separate fragment of Ba- 
rodan territory for each of the 50 
yeidrs the gaekwar has ruled. 
“The territories, which total 8,000 
square miles, begin near the west 
coast of India, 150 miles north of Bom­ 
bay city, and extend for 200 railes to 
the north. 
Other fragments are scat­ 
tered off to the west on the Kathlwar 
peninsula, the most remote being 225 
miles from Baroda City, the capital. 
“Most of the state Is level alluvium 
In a high state of cultivation. 
This 
Is especially true of the region lying 
to the north of the capital. 
With its 
fields, well ordered hedges, and groves 
of trees, this section has much the 
appearance 
of 
English 
park 
land. 
Some of India’s best cotton land Is 
in Baroda, and the state has 25 gins 
and a cotton mill. 
Rice and wheat 
are raised, and a considerable area Is 
devoted to poppy growing for the mak­ 
ing of opium. Growers of poppy are li­ 
censed, and the handling of opium It 
a state monopoly. 
“Baroda City has a population of 
103,000. 
There, and In the vicinity. 
are the palaces of the gaekwar. 
The 
white stucco palace of Nazar Bagh Is 
notable chiefly as the Barodan strong 
box. 
In It are stored the gaekwar’s 
Jewels, said to he worth $10,000,000. 
Among them is one of the world’s fa 
mous 
diamonds, 
‘the 
Star of the 
South,’ of 125 karats. 
Another unit 
of the collection is a cloth embroidered 
with precious stones and seed pearls. 
This was prepared for a Mohammedan 
ruler and was meant as a cover for 
the tomb of Mohammed. 
“Four miles south of the city Is the 
Makapura palace, the country place 
of the gaekwar. 
It Is noted for Its 
Ane gardens, fountains, grottoes, and 
pergolas. 
’Pile chief of the ruler’s res­ 
idences Is file Lakshml Vilas. 
In It Is 
a hug** Durbar hall around which are 
covered and screened wooden galleries 
from which the women of the gaek­ 
war’s menage may observe state func­ 
tions without being seen. 
“Leading off the main street of Ba­ 
roda City are numerous ‘wards,’ each 
set aside for a separate caste or class. 
These are culs de sac, and across their 
entrances are heavy gates. 
In certain 
sections of the town English Influences 
are noticeable. 
Baroda college has its 
cricket grounds, its tennis courts, and 
its gymnasium. Baroda spends more 
on public education than any other na­ 
tive state, maintaining public schools 
for both boys and girls. There are 
even zenana classes for adult women 
who must remain In seclusion.

GOVERNMENT 


W ashington, June 7.— (U P )— Ed­ 
ward F. Goltra. St. Louis, today lost 
in the United States supremer court, 
his suit to prevent the United States 
from taking back 19 Mississippi riv­ 
er fruit barges and 
four 
towboats 
leased to him in 1919. 
Secretary of W ar Weeks in 1923 
declared the lease terminated, alleg­ 
ing Goltra had not complied with all 
terms and conditions of the contract. 
Goltra brought suit for an injunction 
to restrain the war departm ent from 
requiring him to turn the fleet over 
hut lost in the circuit court of ap 
peals. 
The court, however, allowed 
him to continue possession and oper 
ation until the supreme court gave 
its decision. 
Weeks charged that Goltra 
was 
not operating the fleet as a common 
carrier as specified in the lease. 
Associate Justice McReynolds read 
a biting dissent charging that army 
officers, “constituting themselves as 
judge and jury and executioner had 
seized the ships illegally.” • The w ar 
departm ent’s action in the controv 
ersy was denounced as “ high hand 
ed.“ 
The majority opinion affirmed the 
opinion of the circuit court, which 
dismissed the suit. and added 
that 
control was clearly wth the war de 
partment.

more heavily travelled trunk high­ 
ways with calcium chloride, oil or 
tar. 
Tho main purpose of this treat­ 
ment is to save the road surface and 
nave 
m ain tenance 
expense. 
The 
trea tm e n t lays the dust, this feature 
being greatly appreciated by the mo­ 
torists. 
A total of over 400 miles is to be
